Columbus, Jan. 6.—Tho eighty-third 
General Assembly, Republican in both 
houses, convened today and planned 
a fter perfecting organization to ad­ 
journ for one week, when for the first 
time in ten years, the legislature will 
receive the message of a governor of 
opposite political faith from the m a ­ 
jority of the assembly. 
Earl D 
Bloom, retiring lieutenant 
governor, called the senate to order. 
Bloom will preside until 
Monday 
Jan. 13, w’hen he will be succeeded by 
C. J. Brown lieutenant governor elect. 
Secretary of State Fulton called 
the lower house to order and will pre­ 
side until Carl R_ Kimball, Lake coun­ 
ty, selected speaker by the Republi- 
cans at their caucus, is elected. 
Carl Kimball of Lake county, floor 
leader in the 81 st assembly, was chos­ 
en speaker of the house by the Re­ 
publican m ajority and John Maynard, 
Lima, clerk. 
O ther officers decided 
upon at tho caucus a week ago were 
elected. 
In senate, F rank W hittemore, A k­ 
ron, was elected president pro tem of 
the senate, and William E. Hailey, of 
Greenville, was chosen clerk. 
The organization formed and

Oyster Bay, Jan. 6—Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
died in his sleep at 4:15 o'clock this morning:. 
The end came when there was no one in the 
room but his valet. 
rhe following: statement was made to the 
United Press by Dr. (J. VV. Faller, of Oyster Bay, 
the physician who last saw the C olonel: 
“Col. Roosevelt retired at 12 o’clock last night 
feeling much better. At 4:15 this morning he 
simply ceased to breathe Death was caused prob­ 
ably by a pulmonary embolism.” 
This pulmonary embolism, the doctor ex­ 
plained is a blood clot which forms in the arteries 
of the lungs. The funeral will he W ednesday, 
from Christ Episcopal church. 
Rev. Dr George I). Talmadge will officiate, 
and interment will be i/i the Young Memorial 
cemetery at Oyster Bay Cove. 
At the time of death, the only persons in the 
house at Sagamore Hill were Col. Roosevelt, his 
wife and the servants. 
Col. Roosevelt spent Sunday evening read­ 
ing, conversing with Mrs. Roosevelt and chatting 
with Dr. Faller, who found him apparently much 
improved and in excellent spirits. He also dic­ 
tated a number of letters. Despite his recent re­ 
turn from the hospital where he was confined for 
weeks by an attack of sciatica, with painful com­ 
plications, he had much of his old vigor.
